(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.

equipment,  and  works  suitable  or  convenient 
for  the  purposes  thereof,  and  for  the  handling 
of  traffic  in  any  form:
